TAX LAND FOB CITIES 

Lowden based his objections on 
the fact that some county munici¬ 
palities, "through long foresight," 
have reduced government expenses, 
lowered tax rates and created ef¬ 
ficient local governments. 

They should not, he contended, 
be forced to carry the load of tax¬ 
ation for county districts which 
"may or may not be the result of 
improper planning.” 

CITY GOVER.N.MENT CHEAPER 
"The .supervi.sor," he shouted in 
a Bulletin editorial, "complains of 
costly duplication of government. 
So far as Anaheim is concerned 
his contention is purest piffle. We 
may have the .same type of equip¬ 
ment the county has, but we are 
able to buy and maintain it and 
still keep our city government 
costs so low it makes other cities 
shudder. 

"No, no! Anaheim does not 
want the do.sage Dr. West would 
spoon out to U.S, and it wdll take 
more than a gag to make us 
.swallow the mess. "

CHICAGO. Wintry weath¬ 

er spread snow over most of the 
northern half of the nation to¬ 
day. It was the sea-sons' first 
appreciable snowfall in many sec¬ 
tions. 

In Chicago it was snowing 
steadily, and the weather bureau 
predicted a fall of nearly three 
inehes. 

Highways slippery with .snow 
and ice impeded motorists in 
Western Pennsylvania where the 
mercury dipped to seasonal lows. 

A snowstorm over Southern 
Wyoming halted air transporta¬ 
tion between Salt Lake City and 
Omaha, then moved southward to 
bring Northern Colorado its first 
fall of the .sea.son. 

There was a light fall, first of 
the winter, in Western Missouri. 
Observers at Helena, Mont., re¬ 
ported two to three inches east 
of the divide, six to seven inches 
on highways through mountain 
passes and as much as seven feet 
at highest elevating. 

The first extensive .snow of the 
.season covered most of Nebraska, 
ranging from six inches in the 
western Panhandle section to 
traces along the Eastern Missouri 
river border.

Charles Castle, state highway 
patrolman, told the sheriff's office 
that he .saw an apparently 
wounded man in an automobile 
that was part of a motorcade 
which left a Colton .service sta¬ 
tion la.st night after the fracas. 

Ca.stle said he overheard a 
member of the party say: "Throw 
him back into the car; he's got 
a slug through the head." 

Chief of Police .1. H. Hayden, 
however, placed no credence in the 
incident, and Mrs. J. R. Legallez, 
in charge of the Communist meet¬ 
ing, said no one wa-s missing. 

Police dropped their inquiry into 
the affair. 

The dsturbance at the Com- 
muni.st party's Lincoln hall here 
was the third in ten days.

SHANGHAI. IJPi — Japanese 
army spokesmen announced to¬ 
night that Japanese troops, driv¬ 
ing to break through (China’s 
"Hindenburg” line between Shang¬ 
hai and Nanking, had captured one 
gate of the walled city of Kashing, 
southern keystone of the line. 

Both Chinese and Japanese re¬ 
ported heavy fighting in the area, 
around Kashing, 60 miles ,south- 
west of Shanghai and 30 miles 
south of Soochow, main point of 
Chinese defenses. 

Chinese told of a spirited en¬ 
gagement at Seven Star bridge, 
four miles northeast of Kashing. 
Japanese .said they were unable to 
state officially that their forces 
had captured the city. 

CITIZENS FLEE NANKING 

News of the Japanese push 
against the southern wing of the 
defenses stretching from the 
Yangtze river south to Hangchow 
bay came a few hours after an un¬ 
official government warning 
spurred mass migration of civil¬ 
ians from Nanking. 

For 24 hours, Chinese had held 
their own along- the length of the 
defense to which they retreated 
after Shanghai fell into Japanese 
hands Nov. 9.

WASHINGTON. (jD —Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt had his ab- 
cessed tooth extracted today 
after his dentist discovered the 
infection could not otherwise 
be cured. 

Captain Ross T. MeIntire, the 
President’s physician, said his 
patient still had a half a degree 
of fever but predicted that with 
the tooth out the temperature 
would go down. 

MeIntire said the President’s 
condition had been complicated 
by an upset stomacn, but that 
this had completely cleared up. 

The doctor described the ab- 
cess around the lower molar as 
quite large and said It “drained 
well” immediately after the 
tooth was pulled by Lieut. Com- 
mandi'T Arthur N. Yando, naval 
hospital dentist. 

.41clntire ordered the Presi¬ 
dent to remain in bed again to¬ 
day. He said at no time had 
there been anything to “give us 
any alarm.”

BRIDGEPORT, Conn. (API 
Ernest Simpson, former husband 
of the pre.sent Duchess of Windsor, 
and Mrs. Mary Kirk Raffray were 
married here today. 

The wedding took place in the 
ballroom of the Brooklawn Coun¬ 
try club. 

Mrs. Raffray, who met Simpson 
through the Duchess of Windsor 
before her marriage to the Duke 
of Windsor, obtained a divorce at 
Reno last week. 


RALEIGH, N. C. (API - Brady 
Laurence, 22-year-old negro con¬ 
victed of the murder of a white 
man. owed his life texiay to a 
group of five newspaper reporters, 
who, acting upon the request of 
Governor Clye R. Hoey as an un¬ 
official court of last appeal, de¬ 
cided that his death sentence 
ought not to be carried out. 

The five newspaper men spent 
two hours studying the records 
in the case, and voted unanimously 
in favor of sparing the negro's 
life. Patrole Commissioner Edwin 
M. Gill announced the governor 
had commuted the sentence. 

Laurence was convicted of fatal¬ 
ly knifing Clyde Erwin at a negro 
gathering near Statesville, May 
30, 1936, and was sentenced to die 
in the state's gas chamber. 


BEVERLY HILLS. (A>l—Burg¬ 
lars took $20,000 worth of jew¬ 
elry, silvei-ware and furs from the 
home of Louis D. Lighton, film 
producer, and stole a car to carry 
their loot away, police reported 
early today. 

The get-away automobile be¬ 
longed to George Templeton, for¬ 
mer University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia football player and now a 
screen writer and assistant di¬ 
rector. 

He left it standing in the 
Lighton driveway with the key in 
the ignition while he went with 
Mr. and Mrs. Lighton to Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer studio last night. 

Servants told police they heard 
the car being driven away about 
11 p. m., but .suspected nothing 
amiss. The Lightens and Temple 
returned shortly after midnight 
and found a jewel casket, wall 
safe and wardrobe closet looted 
of valuables. 

Lighton said he was unable to 
list the stolen goods immediately, 
but estimated their worth at ap¬ 
proximately $20,000. The burg¬ 
lars had climbed a tree to a sec¬ 
ond floor balcony. 


Junior college advertising “rack¬ 
eteers” are at it again, Santa Ana 
merchants were warned today. 

An unidentified student, operat¬ 
ing under the name of "Elliott 
Stone," was reported by jaysee of¬ 
ficials to have solicited blotter ad¬ 
vertising from various Santa Ana 
business men and accepted pay¬ 
ment for the ads, which were un¬ 
authorized by the college. 

It was the second time in recent 
months the practice had been re¬ 
peated. 

Officials of the school broadcast 
a warning to business men to buy 
no advertising space unless from 
authorized El Don representatives. 
Dean D. K. Hammond said he 
planned to issue a set of identifica¬ 
tion cards to make repetition of 
the “racketeering” impossible. 


FIVE PERSONS EMPLOYED 

Five persons now are in charge 
of the home 24 hours a day, and 
are compelled to be on the prem¬ 
ises almost continuously to care 
for between 20 and 52 children 
kept there. 

“There is no chance for any of 
them.” said Tom Talbert of 
Huntington Beach, a member of 
the committee which has charge 
of the juvenile home, “to get away 
for an evening or to have any sort 
of home life. They have one day 
a week off, but that is all. ’The 
rest of the time, on duty or off. 
they must be at the home con¬ 
tinuously.

Charges that Walker’s State 
theater showed racial discrimina¬ 
tion in refusing to admit a Mexi¬ 
can to their theater last March 
went to trial in Santa Ana jus¬ 
tice court today as attorneys spent 
most of the morning session se¬ 
lecting a jury. 

Asking $900 damages for his 
“humiliation” at being denied ad¬ 
mission to the theater, Delfino R. 
Aguilera, plaintiff in the civil ac¬ 
tion, claimed he had been discrim¬ 
inated against solely because of 
his race and color. 

Aguilera filed suit through his 
attorney, W. Maxwell Burke, last 
Aug. 12 naming Charles and Vic¬ 
tor Walker and several John Does 
as co-defendants. 

A demurrer on grounds the al¬ 
legations did not constitute cause 
for civil action was filed by Forgy, 
Reinhaus & Forgy, attorneys for 
the Walkers a week later, and the 
demurrer subsequently was over¬ 
ruled by Judge Kenneth E. Morri- 


SAN QUENTIN. (iPi—The state 
board of prison terms and paroles 
has refused to consider the parole 
application of Gilbert H. Bee.se- 
myer, former executive of the 
Guaranty Building and Loan Cor¬ 
poration of Los Angeles. 

Beesemyer was committed to 
San Quentin prison Jan. 3, 1931, 
from Los Angeles, following his 
conviction on 10 counts of grand 
theft. Since his sentence pro¬ 
vided that his terms .should run 
consecutively, his total sentence 
aggregated 40 years. 

Beesemyer made a personal ap¬ 
peal to the board. His arrest and 
trial followed collapse of his com¬ 
pany and charges that $8,000,000 
of investors’ money had been em¬ 
bezzled. 


Find Body of 
Missing Merchant 


In an answer to the complaint, 
the theater proprietors denied they 
had shown racial discrimination 
in barring Aguilera, but asserted 
admittance to the theater had 
been denied because the plaintiff 
was not properly dressed.

Robert Lacy, 22-year-old auto¬ 
mobile mechanic, Fritz said, ad¬ 
mitted killing Helfman last Mon¬ 
day during ostensible negotiations 
to buy Helfman’s new $1100 car. 

Lacy and his wife were arrested 
early today in a tourist camp 
where officers, Fritz said, spotted 
Helfman’s automobile.

PASADENA. (2P)—Astronomers 
of Mount Wilson observatory 
coolly ignored early today a 
heavenly show which thousands of 
amateur star gazers in Southern 
California vainly hoped to see. 

Mount Wilson, with its 5000 
feet altitude, was one of the few 
locations in this area where a 
partial eclipse of the moon and a 
shower of leonid meteors were 
visible.

NEW TREATY 
ARRANGED 

U, S. Goods May Get 
'Break' in Empire 

WASHINGTON. (^—The United 
States and Great Britain agreed 
today to negotiate for a reciprocal 
trade pact, a decision fraught with 
far-reaching economic and politi¬ 
cal implications. 

It was the first formal step to¬ 
ward an objective long sought by 
the Roosevelt administration as an 
indispensable feature of its pro¬ 
gram for liberalization of world 
commerce. 

The decision was announced by 
Secretary Hull in a statement as¬ 
serting merely that the United 
States "contemplates" such nego¬ 
tiations. 

YE.AR’S WORK 

Actual start of the negotiations, 
expected within a few weeks, will 
climax more than a year of ex¬ 
ploratory work by representatives 
of both governments in London 
and Washington. 

Hull’s announcement, released 
simultaneously with a statement 
to the British house of commons 
on the subject, gave no hint of 
the basis of approach agreed upon 
nor any details of the long pre¬ 
liminary conversations. 

There appeared good reason to 
believe, however, that the British 
government probably consented to 
consider granting to some Ameri- i 
can products treatment equal to 
that which it now accords to 
goods from the British dominions 
under "empire preference."

WASHINGTON. (.P) — Near¬ 
agreement in the senate agricul¬ 
ture committee on farm control 
legislation brought promise today 
of a break in aimless debate 
which has dominated the special 
congressional session.

COLUMNIST 
TIPS MURDER 
OF LABORITE 

MINNEAPOLIS. (A>) — Police 
questioned a newspaper columnist 
today as their first move in a 
hunt for the slayer of Patrick J. 
Corcoran, 45, labor leader shot 
down near his home last night. 

They asked Cedric Adams, the 
(Minneapolis Star) columnist, 
about an item in his column of 
Nov. 9 in which he said “a prom¬ 
inent labor leader in Minneapolis 
will be ‘taken for a ride’ within 
two weeks.” 

Adams said he had given his 
information to Melvin C. Passolt, 
chief of the state bureau of 
criminal apprehension, and to 
Herbert Paradeau, captain of 
Minneapolis detectives, at the 
time. 

The columnist had attributed 
his information to "a very close 
friend” about whom he said: “He’s 
given me scores of items in the 
past. Some of them have been 
little scoops too. And he’s never 
been wrong.” 

ANOTHER 51URDER 

Adams said he had told the of¬ 
ficers the item referred to another 
labor leader, not to Corcoran. 
Passolt and his men immediately 
checked Minneapolis labor circles, 
they said, and had no report to 
make. They were re-checking in¬ 
formation today. 

Northwest airlines officials said 
Corcoran had booked passage on 
a morning plane leaving Minne¬ 
apolis at 8:45 a. m. His ticket had 
been purchased for Indianapolis, 
international headquarters of the 
Teamsters union of which he was 
an officer. 

Patrick J. Corcoran, jr., son of 
the slain man, told police two men 
who summoned him to union head¬ 
quarters early Sunday attacked 
his father and that a shot was 
fired during the melee after one 
of them struck the elder Corcoran 
on the jaw. 

Police said the identity of the 
two men was known to them. 

Gov. Ben.son threw all the fa¬ 
cilities of the state into the hunt, 
and termed the attack, which re¬ 
called two .similar un.solvei 
crimes against weekly newspaper 
publishers here, a challenge to the 
forces of law and order. 

BODY ON .SIDEWALK 

Corcoran’s body was found 
•shortly after 11:30 p. m. last night 
lying on a sidewalk at the rear of 
the home of a neighbor. Police be¬ 
lieved he was ambushed outside 
his home and had attempted to 
flee. A bullet had penetrated his 
brain. 

A. C. Culbertson, whose home is 
near Corcoran’s, told police today 
he sawr two cars parked nearby at 
9:30 p, m. last night, one in front 
of the labor leader’s home and one 
around the corner. Several neigh¬ 
bors said they heard two shots 
and two men running about 10 
p. m. "’he coroner placed the time 
of death at about that hour. 

When Mrs. Corcoran was noti¬ 
fied, she said: ”1 knew they'd get 
him.” 

Corcoran's son said Mrs. Cor¬ 
coran had called to her husband’s 
attention a recent newspaper col¬ 
umnist’s item forecasting the 
death of a "prominent Minne¬ 
apolis labor leader within two 
weeks” but that he had laughed 
and told her there’s nothing to 
worry about.”

TAX COUNCIL FAVORS 

Support for West's plan wa.s re¬ 
ceived to a certain degree from 
the Orange County Tax Council, 
largely composed of property 
owners, Secretary George Raymer 
said. 

Investigations conducted by the 
council two years resulted in a 
favorable report, but indicateci 
that opposition to the plan would 
be widespread. The council felt, 
however, that benefits from a plan 
such as West's would not only 
help the taxpayer, but would con¬ 
tribute to greater efficiency in 
government operation, and a more- 
easily controlled county admini.s- 
tration. 

The taxpayer’s group is expected 
to discuss West’s propo.sition at 
its next meeting, and lay plans 
for further participation in the re¬ 
search incidental to .starting such 
a movement.

"A cotton program is not worth 
a cent,” Bankhead said, "without 
something to enforce it.” 

Senators on the committee said 
southerners probably would write 
cotton, tobacco and rice sections 
while the outline of the Pope-Mc- 
Gill bill would be followed for corn 
and wheat.

The vine is a plant of many 
uses. Tliere are many types, and 
each has its own particular place 
to fill. Some are annuals and 
come through the season with 
glorious colors to die out in the 
I autumn. Other vines are peren- 
i nials and after a dormant winter 
season, come again the following 
] spring with renewed vigor and 
i color. Some maintain the green 
j foilage throughout the dreary 
months of winter. It may be in 
harmony with the rest of the land¬ 
scape picture to lose the green 
foilage during the winter, or it 
may be better to maintain the 
weight of a mass of foilage. 

Some vines turn around certain 
projecting objects, while others ’ 
■send out tendrihs to cling to any [ 
flat smooth surface. Some have 
large leaves or large flowers, while ! 
others may have dainty leaves or 
flowers. Some are winter bloom -1 
ing, and some are .summer bloom¬ 
ing. Some bloom over a long sea- j 
son, and some have no conspicuous 
flower, but they all have a very 
definite place to fill. 

The vine is the one plant that 
will cover up and obstruct from 
view a great many different types 
of undesirable objects. 

The object that doesn’t fit into 
the garden, may be a stand-pipe, 
a telephone pole, a .support of 
some kind, a clothesline pole, and 
a great many others. 

There may be a bank or hill¬ 
side that .should be covered, or per¬ 
haps just a barren space at some 
desired point for green. There 
may be a teriace wall from which 
a hanging vine will enhance the 
beauty. A lattice fence may need 
something to twine through it. A 
chimney may need to be covered, 
or a pergola or archway may need 
.some adornment. 

One of the showiest vines is Jie 
bouganvillea. It carries the bril¬ 
liant coloring of the flowers over 
a very long season. Ro.ses are also 
very beautiful as are the differ¬ 
ent begonias, gcl.scmiiims, ja.s- 
mines, tecomas, etc. Roses de 
Montana or antignas is a beauti¬ 
ful dainty flowers that loses its 
leaves in the winter. Those vines 
that do not have a showey flower 
and carry the green foliage 
throughout the .season, include ivy 
and fig vines or ferns.

MEXICO CITY. Wl — Reliable 
sources said President Lazaro Car¬ 
denas and representatives of local 
British financing groups today 
signed an agreement by which the 
Mexican government will be 
backed to the extent of $ 17 , 000,000 
in exchange for certain oil con¬ 
cessions. 

It was indicated $5,000,000 of 
the amount involved in the deal 
W'ould be deposited in cash in the 
Banco de Mexico in order to 
strengthen the peso and support 
metal coverage of its currency, 
which has been falling. 

A principal to the agreement 
was Alberto J. Pani, former secre¬ 
tary of public works, heading a 
group linked with British financial 
houses. 

Beside the cash advance to the 
Mexican government, the deal re¬ 
portedly would make possible fur¬ 
ther development of the Poza Rica 
oil fields in Vera Cruz state. Re¬ 
finery construction, ship building 
for the Mexican coastwise com¬ 
merce and drilling of 30 to 40 
wells would be financed at an ag¬ 
gregate cost of $12,000,000 by the 
participating groups.

Let’s Look Before We Leap 

The nine-power conference at Brussels, having failed 
to make the least dent in the Far Eastern conflict, has 
reached an impasse. 

What stopped it, of course, was the stone wall of Ja¬ 
pan’s blunt refusal to discuss the invasion of China with 
anybody except China. And not with her unless China 
agreed, in effect, to accept Japan’s own terms. 

All of which comes as no surprise. The end was fairly 
obvious from the beginning. It was clear that Japan could 
not be stopped short of the use of force and, while some of 
the powers were willing that force should be used, none 
had the least notion of undertaking the job. 

Although the parley has failed to achieve any notable 
results, the conferees, as individual nations, are at liberty 
to act on their own if they choose. In fact, there are ru¬ 
mors that some of them—notably America, Britain and 

France—may yet undertake something. 

» » • 

Together there are a umber of things they could do 
short of war. They could virtually isolate Japan, econom¬ 
ically and financially. In Rooseveltian language, they 
could pretty nearly put her in “quarantine.” They could 
cripple her foreign trade. They could make it extremely 
difficult to obtain raw materials, without which she might 
have to call off the war. They could help China with 
money and munitions. They might even make it possible 
for China to keep the struggle going so long that Japan 
would collapse. 

But that would require measures closely bordering 
on war. It would require serious, well-organized, co-ordi¬ 
nated effort. It would mean drastic sanctions. Japan 
would almost certainly declare war against China so she 
could legally extend her blockade to cover foreign as well 
as Chinese ships. Under international law she could then 
stop, seize or sink the vessels of the United States, Great 
Britain or any other nation that approached the China 
coast. 

If deprived of petroleum, Japan could and possibly 
would seize the Dutch East Indies. Holland could not 
stop her. Thus, unless America, Britain or France went 
to Holland’s assistance, the Dutch East Indies as well as 
China would fall under Japan’s sway. And as Britain and 
France are otherwise engaged in Europe, the job would be 

up to the United States. 

» • • 

It is unthinkable, of course, that the law-abiding pow¬ 
ers should stand by, twiddling their thumbs while outlaw 
states invade and dismember the territory of others. They 
owe it to themselves and to posterity to do everything they 
can to prevent it. But that is just the point: Before tak¬ 
ing the plunge they must be exceedingly careful to find out 
just what they can, and cannot do. A world war is not 
a sane remedy for a small war. 

It would be a mistake to belittle the Brussels confer¬ 
ence. It has not halted Japan or saved China, but it has 
contributed something to the sum total of world opinion 
against the sort of thing Japan is doing. Had the treaty 
signatories not met, they would have been almost as guilty 
as Japan. Civilization would have taken a definite step 
backward. 

But should the conference resume, or should the pact 
signatories undertake further action on their own, they 
ought to examine with extreme care all the likely, or even 
possible, effects. We in this country, especially, should 
look long and well before we even think of leaping.

It was just 
so much wor.se because it was 
claimed that the two young gladi¬ 
ators were plied with beer after 
the fight- their first false step, as 
the ministers said, and opportune 
proof that the perfidious brewers 
lost no opportunit.v to enslave and 
debauch the youth of our fair 
community. 

The news spread around town 
that this one and that one—fath¬ 
ers, uncles and big brothers of 
some of the kids in school—had 
been suppeeniated to the county 
seat, and, though none of us quite 
knew what .suppeeniation meant, 
we knew it was real bad. 

The drys had all the luck that 
campaign. Their campaign stuff 
was very exciting and played to

When he bought an elaborate 
off-the-main-highway estate deep 
in the Mt. Kisco hills a few years 
ago, he bulwarked hi.s increasing 
i.solation. To a pretentious fire¬ 
side he invited only a select group. 
His apartment at the uptown An- 
.sonia was clo.sed. 

Now Dreiser has de.serted Mt. 
Kisco for what is known as “a 
scientific monastery’’ near Cold 
Springs Harbor, L. I. He is living 
in a mere .shack with bare floor, 
no pictures on the wall and not 
any of the modern conviences, 
such as telephone and radio. 

Other scientists live there for 
.$2 a week. Drei.ser has found 
their companionship stimulating 
and believes the world of science 
is the only one wholevsome and 
clean.

WASHINGTON. - - Behind the 
flurry of White Hou.se conferences 
and master-minding on plan.s to 
reverse the downward economic 
trend, arc the following personal 
views and secret strategy of the 
President: 

1. He is greatly disturbed over 
busineas conditions and i.s fearfid 
that they will become much worse 
before they gel better. Rooseveit 
has told intimates Ifiat the admin¬ 
istration faces the most difficult 
period of its existence. 

2. Despite his economy policy 
and sincere desire to balance the 
budget, he agrees with the con¬ 
tention of his liberal advisers that 
the cessation of government spend¬ 
ing was a major cau.se for the 
sudden business recession. 

3. He is pretty well convinced 
that a new "pump priming” pro¬ 
gram will be nece.ssary, but he will 
not openly take the initiative in 
advocating it. 

4. It is his fixed determination 
to force congress, and the busi¬ 
ness elements that have been 
clamoring for a balanced budget 
and drastic curtailment of govern¬ 
ment expenditures, to take the 
lead in asking for more money. 

5. Roosevelt l>elieves that before 
the winter is over such a move¬ 
ment will develop. 

6. If and when it does, he is 
prepared to recommend that it be 
channeled chiefly through ^ arma¬ 
ments, new railroad equipment, 
and building construction. 

7. Meanwhile he is bending 
every effort to launch a large- 
scale, privately financed hou-sing 
boom: al-so to induce the utilities 
to undertake long delayed expan¬ 
sion and modernization. To .start 
the ball rolling he will rnake .some 
concession.s on the capital gains 
and undistributed profits taxes. 

INNER COUNCIL CONFLICT 

Sentiment in the inner White 
House council is overwhelmingly 
for a resumption of spending. 

This includes Chairman Marriner 
Ecclcs of the federal reserve 
board; Secretaries Wallace and 
Ickes; WPA Administrator Hop¬ 
kins; Dr. Isador Lubin, head of 
the bureau of labor statistics; Dr. 
Leon Henderson, WPA economi-st, 
and Lauchlin Currie, reserve board 
economist. Even Chairman Joe 
Kennedy of the maritime commis¬ 
sion, one of the most earnest 
budget balancers, recently has 
changed his tune and now believes 
new spending may be necessary. 

Only advi.ser still standing 
grimly by his guns is Secretary 
Morgenthau. To him, sla.shing ex¬ 
penditures and balancing the 
budget are the alpha and omega 
of every issue and problem. He 
measures every policy by this 
yardstick. In the inner council de¬ 
liberations his unvarying cry is: 

“When are we going to make 
good our promise to balance the 
budget?" 

This objective has become a 
fixation with the treasury head. 
He considers his per.sonal honor, 
his standing in history to be at 
stake. Unle.ss the budget is bal¬ 
anced, Morgenthau is convinced 
that he will lose his chance to go 
down in the record as a “great” 
secretary of the treasury.

This was the warning issued by 
the public safety department of 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California which pointed out that 
when the temperature drops the 
danger of carbon monoxide poi.son- 
ing from motor exhausts goes up. 

Small amounts of gas may leak 
through the floorboaril from faulty 
connections and if all of the win¬ 
dows are closed, the fumes may 
be fatal. It is a wi.se precaution 
to have the entire exhaust system 
checked for po.s.s;blc leaks. 

Starting the car with the garage 
doors closed is another dangerous 
practice, for perilous amount of 
gas i.s created in a few moments. 
Drowsine.ss, headache and nau.sea 
are symptoms but the deadly 
fumes act so quickly that one may 
be overcome without warning.
